EDMONTON.— Frequent and ssem- 
ingly mysterious deaths among cattle 
in certain sections of Alberta within 


the past week or so have now been 


diagnosed by Dr. Ttalbot,. provincial 
veterinarian, as poisoning from the 
weed known as “water hemlock, chief- - 
ly found at the edges of sloughs.” ; 

Large numbers of cattle have died 
from this poisoning recently and: farm- 
ers have become alawned, 

Reports received at the department 
of agriculture in Edmonton were im- 
mediately investigated by Dr. Talbot, 
with the above result. Dr Talbot urges 
that farmérs must keep their livestock 
away from sloughs until the danger is 
ever.

| Th value of leguminous plants 
ag soil enrichers has long been‘ re- 
cognized, and to-day the custom 
of including a legume system of 
erop rotations is almost univers- 
al. The value of these plants 
rests in their ability to make use, 
of the nitrogen of the air and it 
has long been known that this 
power came through the nodules 
or swellings which develop on the 
roots of healthy plants. In these 
nodules bacteria develop which 
have the power of collecting nit- 
rogen from the air and making it 
available for the growing plant. 
jIn many cases, especially where 
a certain legume is being grown 
for the first time, the growth of 
nodules’ is weak which results in 
the plant not developing..
